Efforts to d ev elop new and 
broad ened 
m arkets 
for 
U.S. 
farm and food prod u cts u nd er 
sponsorship of the gov ernment 
got a big boost in the late 195 0s. 
Legislation a u t h o r i z ing the 
Food -for-Peace Program allow­ 
ed sales of U.S. farm prod u cts 
for soft cu rrencies of u nd er 
d ev eloped cou ntries and au thor­ 
ized u se of some of these cu r 
rencies for market d ev elopment 
Since then, nearly $100 mil­ 
lion has been spent to arou se 
interests of foreign importers, 
marketing grou ps and consu m­ 
ers bi American farm and pro 
cessed 
food 
commod ities. 
Of 
this amou nt $5 9 million was con­ 
tribu ted by the gov ernment and 
the rem aind er by priv ate trad e 
grou ps and organizations. 
Commod ities which hav e been 
the beneficiaries of this promo­ 
tion inclu d e wheat, cotton, d airy 
and pou ltry prod u cts, fats and 
oils, fru its and v egetables, liv e­ 
stock and meat and tobacco. 
This ju st abou t cov ers the range 
of American farm prod u ction. 
These efforts hav e brou ght a 
high d egree of su ccess. Hence, 
other nations are ad opting them. 
At this time, most of the foreign 
competition is for m arkets in 
the United Kingd om, West Ger­ 
many and Japan. 
The Agricu ltu re Department s 
foreign serv ice estimates that 
this cou ntry ’s major competi­ 
tors for d ollars markets will 
spend 
abou t $60 million this 
y ear to promote their prod u cts. 
This compares with abou t $15 
million the United States and 
cooperating trad e grou ps hav e 
been spend ing annu ally . 
This 
competition takes 
the 
form of ex hibits at trad e and 
food fairs, the establishment of 
permanent trad e centers, ad ­ 
v ertising, wid espread d istribu ­ 
tion 
of 
promotional 
m aterial 
among consu mers, cooperativ e 
societies, and retail stores. 
This y ear New Zealand is 
making a special effort to pro­ 
mote 
lamb 
and 
mu tton 
and 
d airy prod u cts 
ta 
Eu ropean 
markets. 
Denmark is pu tting 
emphasis on its pork and d airy 
food s. 
Au stralia 
is 
stressing 
meat, wool, d airy food s and 
wine. 
France’s most heav ily pro-1 
moted farm prod u cts this y ear , 
will be meats, d airy prod u cts, 
I 
v egetables and wine. Canada is 
pu tting its sales d riv e on grains, I 


seed s, liv estock and seed pota­ 
toes. The Netherland s is work 
ing to sell more d airy and pou l­ 


try prod u cts. Sou th Africa is 
stressing mohair and fresh cit­ 
ru s fru its.

Johnston told the com m ittee in 
session here that 29 state and 37 
national banks in Ohio answered 
questionnaires sent to 86 banks 
in the survey . 
Te explained that replies from 
state banks were used in tabu­ 
lations on stock voting because 
national banks are governed by 
federal law. 
The survey showed that of 25 
state banks holding some of the 
own stock in trust, 13, held less 
than 10 per cent, although three 
held m ore than 30 per cent.
